Among the hundreds of varieties of flowers grown at Pansy Park nothing attracted so 
much attention from visitors as this tfuly magnisieent feathered Celosia. It isa novelty of French 
origin. The original variety was only of one color, but the strain I now offer has been im- 
proved by several years of careful culture, and is distinguished by a gorgeous display of bril- 
liant colors, including all shades of yellow, orange, cinnabar, bronze, fiery-scarlet, scarlet on yellow 
ground, purple scarlet, coppery-red, carmine-rose, fiery crimson, blood-red, purple-violet, purple, brownish, 
red, etc. The plants have a true pyramidal branching growth, attaining a height of 2 to 3 feet- 
each branch heing terminated by a gorgeous head of feathery flowers from 5to8inches in 
length by half as much in diameter. The engraving on the cover gives some idea of the 
appearance ofa plantinfull flower. This elegant novelty is one of the finest acquisitions not 
only for bedding but also for pot culture and floral decorations. A more gorgeous effect than 
that produced by the glittering masses of this Celosia, cannot be imagined. This Celosia 
would be well worth growing for beauty of foliage alone which varies according to the color 
of the flowers from the lightest green to brownish green with darkredribs and stems. If 
started early the plants will bloom from June until killed by the frost. Seed should be sown 
in a box and the plants set 15 inches apart in the beds.

This star is almost pure 
white in some of the flowers, in others alight pink which deepens in color at the edge and 
blends with the maroon ground color, and during the latter part of the season, when the plant 
becomes large the star in some of the flowers is more or less broken or covered with elegant 
feathery veinIngsand markings on light or dark ground, such as werenever before seen in 
Petunias. Some of the flowers are so dark incolor when they first openas to appear almost 
black at alittle distance, growing lighteras they expand, someturning toa bright cherry 
crimson before they fade. One ef the most distinct and valuable features of these Petunias is 
in their remarkably thick and velvety petals, resembling in this respect the finest Pansies or 
Salpiglossis; in fact many onseeing them forthe first time have mistaken them for anew 
_ strain of Salpiglossis and would hardly believe they were Petunias. The plants are of strong 
vigorous growth, branching freely, and attaina height of about J&8inches by 24 inches in 
diameter. The flowers are about two and a quarter inches in diameter and produced in won- 
derful profusion, single plants often havtng 100 ormore open atonce. Nothing can be finer 
than a bed of these Petunias with a border of the new Snowball and Adonis. They are also 
very desirable for vases and window boxes, and grown in pots for winter blooming they 
willgive the greatest satisfaction. The plants of these Petunias should beset at least 18 
inches apart in the beds. During the past few years these Petunias have attracted the atten- 
tion and admiration of thousands of people who have seen them at exhibitons or on the 
grounds of the originator.

Their cultureis very easy and they require lit- 
tle or no care after they are planted in the tubs 
or ponds. The seeds are about the size of Poppy 
seeds and never failto germinate if properly 
treated, in ten to fifteen days. Their culture is 
very simple. Take small cups, like tea cups, 
fill them about half or two-thirds full with fine, 
rich garden soil, pressitdown hard and firm 
and scatter the seeds on the surface, a packet in 
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each cup, covering them to the depth of an | 


eighth or quarter of aninch with clean sand. 


Then fillup carefully with water, so as not to) 


disturb the seeds, and place where they will 
keep atatemperature of 70or 80 degrees tiil 
they germinate. It isa good plan to set the 
cupsinapan of water deep enough to cover 
them with aninch of water. Those who have 
no green-house can start them near a stove or 
onthe mantel-piece, moving them toa warm, 
sunny window as soon as the plants are wellup. 

Jt is now seven years since I introduced seeds 
of these gorgeous lilies, and they have been 
tried by thousandsof customers in all parts of 
the country, many of whom write of the pleas- 
ure they have given themselves and friends. I 
take the liberty to publish a few samples of 
these reports to show those who have not tried 
them that they are just as represented.
